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WAR  OF  THE  REVOLUTION. 


The  exact  number  of  men  in  the  Continental  Eptabliphmont  furnished  by  each 
State  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  iH  not  known,  but  an  approximate  estimate  made 
by  Colonel  Pienv,  Paymaeter-Cieneral  of  the  Continental  Army,  and  the  Treasury 
accountants  in  1787  is  as  shown  in  the  first  column  of  this  table;  many  of  these, 
however,  serve*!  two  or  more  times.  In  addition,  however,  all  the  States  fumishtni 
renments  or  independent  battalions  or  companies  of  State  troojM*,  militia,  rangers, 
riflemen,  etc.,  for  brief  serWces,  who  were  calle<l  out  to  assist  the  Continental  Army 
m  emergencies,  or  were  raised  U)  protect  and  defend  thoir  own  States,  manv  of  whom 
were  in  8er\'ice  at  two  or  more  perioils.  The  exact  nunil>er  thus  fumishe<\  for  short 
periods  of  service  can  not  l>e  given,  but  up<»n  examination  of  various  estimates  I 
believe  the  figures  shown  in  the  second  column  of  the  table  to  be,  in  round  figures, 
approximately  correct:

The  total  here  given  is  excessive  as  to  the  number  that  server!  in  the  Army,  for 
man^'  served  two,  thrt*e,  and  evt»n  more  terms.  Many  of  th<»  men  who  entered  the 
service  in  1775  reentered  in  177rt,  again  in  1777,  and  again  in  17H0,  and  wen*  there- 
fore counted  two,  three,  or  more  tinu^s,  but  from  the  l>est  information  attainable  it  is 
fair  to  assume  that  the  numl>erof  individual.*'  actually  engagt^l  in  the  military  ser\'ice 
Ruling  the  war  did  not  excee<l  250,(K)t).

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INDIAN  WAR  WITH  THE  NORTHWEST  INDIANS,  1790  TO  AUGUST, 

1795- 

The  retiiniB  of  the  Army  covering  this  period  are  incomplete,  but  from  the  beet 
data  obtainable  it  appears  that  the  force  under  General  Harmar  in  September,  1790, 
oonsLsted  of  320  regulars  and  1,103  militia  or  levies.  The  same  Army  under  General 
8t  Clair  in  October,  1791,  consisted  of  a  total  force  of  2,300  men,  regulars  and  levies, 
and  under  General  Wayne  in  August,  1795,  of  2,843  regulars  and  2,387  volunteers. 
The  casualties  reported  during  this  war  were  61  officers  and  835  men  killed;  35  officers  1. 
and  401  men  wounded;  regulars  and  volunteers  not  separated.  ' 

WAR  WITH  NORTHWEST  INDIANS,  NOVEMBER,  iSxi,  TO 

OCTOBER,  18x3. 

No  separate  return  of  the  troops  engaged  with  the  Indians  is  of  record,  but  it 
appears  that  the  troops  so  employed  were  included  in  the  troops  employed  during 
me  war  with  Great  Britain,  1812  to  1815,  likewise  those  engaged  m  the  Creek  Indian 
war,  July,  1813,  to  August,  1814. 

WAR  WITH  GREAT  BRITAIN,  JUNE  x8,  x8x2,  TO  FEBRUARY  17,  x8x5. 

The  regular  force  in  service  at  the  commencement  of  the  war  was  414  officers,  5,149 
men,  ageregate  5,563.  The  total  number  of  officers  and  men  in  the  regular  service 
during  tne  war  can  not  be  given.  The  strength  of  the  Regular  Army  at  different 
periods  of  the  war  is  the  nearest  approximation  to  it.

As  the  enlistments  were  for  five  years,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  aggregate  force 
in  the  regular  service  did  not  exceed  60,000. 

The  militia  and  volunteer  force  durinjf  this  war  is  reported  to  have  been  31,210 
officers  and  440,412  men,  a  total  of  471,622.  The  majority  of  this  force  was,  however, 
employed  for  short  inter^'als  at  different  times,  and  many  served  or  enlisted  ei^ht  or 
ten  times  for  an  emerafency;  consequently  the  exact  or  even  approximate  number  of 
individuals  that  actually  served  can  not,  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  be  stated. 

The  casualties  during  the  war  were:  Regular  Army,  65  officers  and  1,235  men 
killed,  227  officers  and  2,758  men  wounded;  militia  and  volunteers,  577  killed  and[ 
1,015  wounded. 

'  SEMINOLE  INDIAN  WAR,  FLORIDA,  NOVEMBER  20,  18x7,  TO 

OCTOBER  3Z,  z8i8. 

The  number  of  regular  troops  employed  during  this  war  is  estimated,  from  the  few 
reports  on  file,  as  not  to  have  exceeded  1,100,  and  that  of  the  volunteers  and  militia 
at  about  7,000.     The  casualties  reported  were  46  killed  and  36  wounded.  ^

There  were  added  during  the  war  1,016  offi- 
cers, and  35,(X)9  men  were  enlisted  l>etween  Mav  1,  1846,  and  Julv  5, 1848,  makings 
total  of  l,f)53  officers  and  40,934  men;  aggregate,  42,587. 

The  number  of  volunteers  mustered  into  servit^e  during  the  war,  as  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  Adjutant -General,  date<l  December  3, 1849,  was  3,131  officers  and  70,129 
enlisted  men,  an  aggregate  of  73,260.

figures  of  the  great  war,  rather  small. 

Many  of  those  who  were  subsequently  legislated  into  service  in  former  wars  wt^ra 
never  out  of  sight  of  their  homes,  while  the  almost  entire  array  of  the  national 
armies  was  octuallv  in  the  theater  of  war.  The  greatest  army  ever  und^r  the  coiu- 
maud  of  General  ^t'oshington  did  nrit  equal  a  Federal  army  corps  of  1864. 

The  foregoing  table  purports  to  give  estimates  of  enlistments  only  and  nut  of  the 
actual  number  of  individuals  engaged  in  any  particular  war.  An  allowance  for  reen- 
liftmentM,  transfers,  eto.,  would  give  a  much  smaller  number  of  individuals  than  the 
table  indicates,  even  for  the  wars  of  short  duration,  es|>ecially  where  militiSi  and  vol- 
unteers were  employe  I. 

To  illuatrale:  In  the  War  of  the  Revolution  a  very  lai^  proportion  of  the  persona 
who  served  rendered  from  two  to  five  terms,  or  "toure,"  of  service.  The  enlistments 
for  the  Army  of  1775  all  terminale^l  at  the  close  of  that  year  or  nt  un  early  date  in  the 
following  year.  The  enlistments  in  theeslabliahment  for  1TT6  were  for  one  year  only, 
andalltenninatedatthecloseof  that  vearorearly  in  the  following  year.  A  lar^  num- 
ber of  the  men  of  1775  reenlisteil  in  tne  establishment  of  1776,  and  probably  ne«rly  all 
who  remained  fit  fordutyagain  entered  the  Army  ftt  some  time  during  the  war,  either  in 
the  Continental  Establishment  or  in  someone  of  the  militia  oivanizations  which  were 
called  out  for  short  "tours"  of  service.  The  establishment  of  1777  was  composed  of 
men  who  enlisted  for  three  years  or  the  war;  considerably  more  than  one-lialf  for 
three  yeare,  very  many  of  whom  at  the  eipiration  of  such  enlistments  again  entered 
the  service  for  terms  of  six,  eight,  or  nine  months.  In  the  militia  the  number  of 
enlistments  repreaents  a  much  smaller  number  of  individuals  than  in  the  regular 
"Continental  tatabtiahment"  The"toursof  duty"  were ahort^rom  thirty  days 
to  three  or  four  months — and  it  appears  from  statements  in  pension  claims  that  the 
same  individual  in  many  cases  served  on  from  live  to  eight  such  "tours,"  including 
sometimes  two  or  three  "toure"  on  a  war  vessel  or  privateer.  It  is  probably  safe  to 
say  that  the  309,791  enlistments  reported  in  the  table  do  not  represent  more  than 
half  that  immber  of  individiuils. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  war  of  1S12  about  Sve-sixThs  (?)  of  the  "troops 
engaged"  were  militia  or  volunteers.  The  "tours"  of  service  of  these  militia  organ- 
iivtions  varied  from  loss  than  fourteen  days  to  two  or  three  months.  It  is  well 
linown  that  the  same  penwn  r^dered  several  successive  tours  of  such  service,  and  it 
is  not  probable  that  the  number  of  individuals  who  served  in  that  war  will  amount 
to  more  than  60  per  cent  of  the  number  of  enlistmenta  reported  in  the  table. 

The  same  percentage  will  hold  good  for  the  Creek  Indian  war  of  1813-H,and  prol>- 
ably  for  the  Florida  Indian  war  of  18X6-1&42  and  nearly  all  of  the  other  Indian  ware 

frior  to  the  latter  dale.  It  will  not,  however,  apply  to  the  Mexican  war  or  the  later 
ndian  wars,  where  the  jiroportion  of  regulars  was  much  larger,  or  where  the  seat  of 
war  was  more  remote  from  the  thickly  people<l  part  of  the  country.

The  num- 
ber of  pensioners  does  not  include  those  polii  by  the  several  States  who  died  or  were 
discontinued  prior  to  the  transfer  of  the  pension  rolls  to  the  Geneial  (iovernment  in 
1791  or  the  {wnsions  of  certain  oliicera  of  Virginia  State  regiments  which  were 
assumed  by  the  Uenetal  Uovemment  under  the  act  of  July  5f  1&32,  and  which  were 
in  part  settled  in  the  Treasury  Itepartment.

Note.— The  first  act  of  March  2, 1799,  regulates  the  medical  establishment  and  gives  1  apothecary- 
general.  2  deputies,  1  pur\*eyor.  and  a  suitable  number  of  hospital  surgeons'  mates.  The  second  act 
of  March  2, 1799,  gave  eventual  authority  to  the  President  to  augment  the  Army  by  raising.  In  addition 
to  the  military  force  of  the  United  States.  24  regiments  of  infantry,  1  regiment  and  1  battalion  of 
riflemen,  1  battalion  of  artillerists  and  engineers.  8  regiments  of  cavalry,  which  are  included  In  the 
above  organization.  The  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act  expired  by  the  operation  of  the  eleventh 
section:  that  is.  the  expiration  of  the  next  ensuing  session  of  Congress.  The  above  act  (March  8. 
1799)  recognizes  the  wnole  military  establishment,  authorizes  the  appointment  of  a  commander  of 
the  Army,  to  be  styled  "General  of  the  Armies  of  the  United  States,"  and  abolishes  the  title  of 
lieutenant-general;  gives  a  quartermaster-general  of  the  Armv,  with  the  rank  of  major-general; 
deputy  quartermaster-general,  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel;  division  quartermasters,  brigade  quarter- 
masters, deputy  inspector-general,  to  be  ex  ofllcio  deputy  adjutant-general;  the  adjutant-general  of 
the  Army  to  be  ex  ofl&cio  assistant  inspector-general,  with  division  inspector  and  brigade  mspectors; 
deputy  iMymasters,  2  engineers  separate  from  the  corps  of  artillerists  and  engineers,  1  inspector  of 
fortifications;  authorizes  the  Presiaent  to  raise  and  orsn&nize  a  battalion  of  riflemen,  to  consist  of  the 
same  number  of  officers  and  men  as  a  battalion  ot  infantry,  and  provides  that  comets  and  ensigns 
shall  thereafter  be  styled  second  lieutenants;  the  deputy  inspector-general,  division,  brigade,  and 
assistant  in.<<pectors,  assistant  adjutant-general,  division  and  brigade  quartermasters,  deputy  pay- 
masters, the  inspector  of  artillery,  inspector  of  fortifications,  aids-de-camp,  and  judge-advocate  to 
be  taken  from  tne  line.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  adjutant,  quartermaster,  and  paymaster  of  each 
n*ginu>nt  nre,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  subalterns,  required  for  the  complement  of  company 
organization.  The  rank  of  general  was  not  conferred  upon  General  Washington,  for  whom  it  was 
intended,  and  he  remained  in  service  as  lieutenant-general  until  his  death;  nor  was  the  quarter- 
master-general appointed  to  the  rank  of  major-general.
